ON AMERICAN BEACHHEAD, Korea, Wednesday, July 19—The famous American 
First Cav Division’ went ashore Tuesday in a full-fledged amphibious landing on the 
éast coast of Korea at the little harbor town of Pohang. 

The landing, which was made in almost full division strength, brought artillery, and 
a half-dozen light tanks ashore and pushed rapidly inland meeting no opposition.

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How Much To Lick Communism? © 


At noon today the country will know 
what President Truman and his advisers 
believe is necessary to win the war in 
Korea and deter, or defeat, further aggres- 
sion by the Communists. 

Mr. Truman is expected to propose ad- 
dition of about 200,000 1 men tar vee armed 
forces, including perhaps the calling up 
of about six Nationa] Guard divisions. He 
also probably will ask for the power to 
allocate steel and other vital metals, au- 
thority to determine production ceilings on 
automobiles, radios, television sets and 
other products which are big users ot met- 
als as well as power to re-establish con- 
sumer credit controls. More stringent con- 
trol of housing credit was announced 
yesterday. 

In all likelihood, these are the mini- 
mum demands of the situation. We be- 
lieve the American people are ready to 
accept them as necessary in the prosecu- 
tion of our fight on the ambitions of Com- 
munism. Indeed, there is overwhelming 
evidence that the people are far ahead 
of Washington in willingness to sacrifice 
for an eventual victory. In a sense, Korea 
has been accepted with a grim sigh of re- 
lief, for it has, to a degree, released the 
tensions of years of uncertainty durin 
which the cold war has tried nerves an

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Motion Pictures 
‘And Censorship 


In an attempt to break down the right 
of states and cities to censor moving pic- 
tures, producers and distributors of the 
controversial race film, “Lost Boundaries,” 
challenged in Federal Court the decision of 
local censors barring the picture in Atlanta. 

The District Court upheld the right of 
censorship. 

Admitting that precedent supported the 
District Court’s ruling, an appeal neverthe- 
less was taken to the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals on the ground that the tendency of 
decisions now is to strike down state regu- 
latory power by extension of the Four- 
teenth Amendment. ; 

In short, the Appeals Court was asked 
to reverse the decision on the theory that 
the U. S. Supreme Court, as now consti- 
tuted, would surely do so and the Circuit 
Court, regardless of law and judicial prece- 
dent, ought to anticipate such a decision 
and proceed to write its own legislation. 

This the Court, in a searching opinion 
handed down last week, refused to do. 

Replying to the appellants’ claim that 
motion pictures “have now emerged from 
the business of amusement into instruments 
for the propagation of ideas,” and there- 
fore are entitled to the same freedom of 


expression as the press, the Court aptly . 


replied that “something more compelling 
than the mere desire of a large and power- 
ful industry to be free of local restraints” 
would be necessary to induce a favorable 
ruling in that respect. 

The .notion picture industry will find 
it most difficult to persuade either the pub- 
lic or the courts that it should be placed 


in the category of the press. Obviously, . 


there must be protection from the lewd, 
indecent and inflammatory pictures.. What 
these particular litigants seek is to cast off 
all regulation. But let them not be de- 
ceived. If perchance they ever should be 
successful and the film industry become 
nationalized, there will be far more strin- 
gent regulation at a national level than 
now is imposed at the local level. 
Moreover, in asking that law and prece- 
dent be overruled purely on the basis of 
personal opinion, the producers and dis- 
tributors attempted to upset the entire 
theory of our written Constitution and sub- 
stitute therefor the rule of men. The 
strength of our form of government is that 
it has withstood all such attacks in the 
past. It will continue to withstand them. 


“peace conference” between British and 
Russian representatives. was called Mon- 
day night at the suggestion of Deputy 
Foreign Minister Gromyko. Stalin’s terms, 
however, as made known in his note to In- 
dia’s Nehru, are unacceptable. Primarily, 
Stalin wants United Nations recognition 
of Communist China. While this country, 
unlike Russia, will not exercise its veto 
power to keep Communist China out, it 
also will not acquiesce to any “deal” with 
Stalin which would reward aggression. 
That, we think, is the honorable ion. 

Korea is the first open test een 
the democratic countries and Communist 
totalitarianism. Moscow thought verbal 
protests would be the limit of our reaction 
to aggression. Had that been our course, 
it would have resulted in an undermining 
of United States prestige and authority 
in the Far East and everywhere else. 
Iran, seeing we had no intention of aiding 
free countries, would have toppled to the 
Kremlin without even a shot. Western 
Germany and, therefore, all Western Eu- 
rope, would have been imperiled. Malaya, 
French Indochina, Burma and soon the 
Philippines would have been subject to 
Communist advances. 

The American public long since has 
reasoned that the issues do not by any 
means stop with-Korea. A great many 
think immediate and total mobilization is 
the proper course. The only question 
concerning Mr. Truman’s relatively ‘mild 
program is likely to be, “Is it enough?” 
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A New Approach 
To Double Parking 


The city of Macon is trying out a new 
wrinkle in traffic control—special permits 
for double parking~according to a story 
in The Macon News. 

The license to park alongside another 
vehicle is restricted to trucks which load 
or unload in the downtown zone. Appli- 
cants showing cause are given the permits 
with identifying windshield stickers. 

The City Police Department promises 
rigid enforcement of the double parking 
ban on private automobiles and unauthor- 


: ized trucks. 


This Macon method may be the solu- 
tion to the double parking problem, a 
plague in every city of any size. 

If trucks would serve their purpose, 
that of gétting goods in and out of stores, 
then they must be allowed to park some- 
where long enough to do that. In fact, 
truck drivers are going to persist in park- 
ing double, law or no law. 

Licensing the fellow who has a real rea- 
son for double parking and’ bearing down 
on those who don’t is simply recognizing 
the realities of the situation. 

We'll watch with interest to see how 
the Macon plan works out.

Milk producers elsewhere in Georgia 
might well keep an eye on these Carroll 
county cowmen and follow their lead.

The Usual Fate 
For Party Bolters 


WASHINGTON—The defeat in the South 

Carolina Democratic primary of Gov. J. Strom 

Thurmond, the Dixiecrat candidate for President 

in 1948 who had sought to unseat Sen. Olin D. Johnston, was in 

keeping with a well-established tradition in the South. Seldom 

has a man there been able to survive an election after bolting his 
party ticket. 


Other considerations entered into his defeat, no doubt, but the 
closeness of the election indicates that this was the deciding factor. 


Fatal Error Gov. Thurmond’s offense to the voters of his 

State was not only in leading the revolt of 

Southern Democrats against the Truman-Barkley ticket in the 

Presidential contest of two years ago. He had alse connived with 

ere ea electors off the ballot in some of the other Southern 
tates. 


Largely as a consequence, he has suffered the fate of other 
party bolters in the past. 
in the splinter party movement he headed in 1948, the voters 
turned on him afterward. : 


This is but a repetition of what happened in the South after 
the campaign of 1928, which saw four or five Southern States go 
against the candidacy of former Gov. Alfred E. Smith, of New 
York, the Democratic nominee of that year. 


Any number of Democratic leaders who bolted the party in that 
campaign were later rejected at the polls. Perhaps the most 
notable of the lot were Sen. Furnifold Simmons, of North Carolina, 
and Sen. Tom Heflin, of Alabama. There were others. 


Simmons’ fate should have served as an example to any who 
might seek to emulate him. For years he had been a sort of 
benevolent dictator of North Carolina politics. As such he was 
able to carry the State easily for Herbert Hoover against Al Smith. 
But two years later when he himself was up for re-election he 
was defeated overwhelmingly. 


The striking thing about his political demise is that the man 
who defeated him, the late Sen. Josiah Bailey, entered the race 
only at the last minute after being unable to persuade a number 
of others to run. He did so only as a protest against Senator Sim- 
mons’ bolt of the party, and he made no campaign, confining him- 
self to a single speech delivered over the radio the night before 
the election. 


Tom Heflin met a similar fate in Alabama. He also had been 
able to carry his State against Al Smith. Southern Democrats 
have a way of veering away from the party fold at times, but usu- 
ally the voters repent afterward and vent their spleen on the 
bolters. That appears to be what happened in South Carolina, 
long regarded as one of the chief Democratic strongholds of the 
South. 


But the defeat of Governor Thurmond has an added meaning. 
It is looked upon as a definite setback for the Dixiecrat movement 
in the South. Had he come to the Senate it would have been an 
encouragement for further Democratic opposition to the Adminis- 
tration in the South, and it would have been something of a bitter 
pill for President Truman, who already has lost two of his main 
supporters in the South—Senator Pepper in Florida and Senator 
Graham in North Carolina. Senator Johnston’s victory over Thur- 
mord somewhat offsets these earlier Administration defeats. 
On such controversial issues as _ the 


Little Difference President’s civil rights program there was 


little difference in the positions of the competing Senatorial candi- 
dates. But Senator Johnston was able successfully to lay down the 
line that differences in the party over issues of the kind should 
be fought out inside the party rather than by breaking off into 
splinter movements. He had refused to go along with the Dixie- 
crats in 1948. 

At the time of the Governors’ Conference at White Sulphur 
Springs, W. Va., last month, President Truman was severely criti- 
cized in some quarters for excluding Governor Thurmond and Gov. 
Fielding Wright, of Mississippi (the other half of the 1948 Dixie- 
crat ticket), from invitations extended to Democratic Governors 
to visit the White House. It was said by some that Mr. Truman’s 
action would be resented in South Carolina and would assure 
Governor Thurmond’s election. 

The election returns do not indicate that this was the case at all 
If anything, it worked the other way in drawing the line closer 
between regular Democrats and Dixiecrats—something that should 
contribute further to the disintegration of the Southern splinter

Blast at Mr. Bingay 


The Editors: I note in The Constitution a con- 
tinuation of Mr. Malcolm Bingay’s attack on the 
so-called “movie-hating critic’ of The New 
Yorker. Mr. Bingay’s attack of last week raised 
my hackles a bit, but the repetition’ aroused 
me to the point of writing.

The Rights of Minorities 


NEW YORK—The Rev. James M. Gillis, a priest of the Paulist order, greatly 
devoted to the personal and spiritual welfare of Negroes on the West Side, is 
a courageous editorialist who has often put himself on the right-but unpopular 
side of important issues in recent years. In some such cases I have joined him 
and have found it more satisfactory to be in his company, one of a corporal’s 
guard, than to be a member of a howling, cowardly mob. 


I am sadly amused by hullabaloo raised by 
erass professionals for the protection of “minor- 
ity groups” who, in the United States, enjoy 


_ more azight, respect and, not “tolerance,” but 


affection, from the rest of the people than they 
ever had anywhere else in the world. And in- 
comparably greater comfort and opportunity 
than the American Negro who has been “native” 
or more generations than any other group ex- 
rept the Indians. It is necessary in all such pro- 


‘essional exploitations of dormant differences 
‘yo create Mardi Gras monsters so as to maintain 
van illusion of bigotry and a fear of impending 
‘persecution. They burn their own fiery crosses 
‘to keep the clients of their sdlicitude frightened 
and ever-ready to put up money for their sal- 
“aries. 


As I have said, Father Gillis suffers over the 
physical squalor of the Negroes in his neighbor- 
hood. I have walked there with him and the 
pleasant greetings and acknowledgments on the 
sidewalks and from doorways reveal a mutual 
sensitive feeling that I can’t describe. There are 
some who pretend to believe that they elevate 
the Negroes by taking some prosperous in- 
dividual to dinner at a prominent place. Many

“The bona fide patriot,” he wrote, “loves his 
country so much that he will not permit even 
its defenders to destroy it. 

“Perhaps for years I have beén the recipient 
of communications from the Committee for Con- 
stitutional Government. It sends eut pamphlets 
and sometimes books in defense of American 
liberties. What I have read seerns to me as 
genuinely American as the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. But now it seems that the Adminis- 
tration in Washington has come down on the 
Committee with an inquisition which seems to 
me a violation of a basic American right; and 
the right to argue, to persuade one’s fellow 
Americans to join in a protest against the trend 
toward excessive inéerference of the State in 
the affairs of the citizen. 

“The estensible purpose is te investigate ex- 
penditures ‘relating to any attempt to influence 
directly or indirectly the passage or deféat of 
any Federal legislation.’ 2 

“That wording might include hundreds 
of pieces which I have written. I am exer- 
cising my right as a citizen te communicate 
an opinion to others and te ask them to join 
with me in opposing the encroachments of 
big Government upon our individual liber- 
ties.” 


Father Gillis said he might be regarded as 
a lobbyist because he had recently commended 
a book of facts, figures and arguments crying 
out that our Government was following the road 
which Great Britain is treading to its ruin. 

Yet this Committee for Constitutional Gov- 
ernment has been vilified in the most abusive

Let us thank God for the United States Sen- 
ate. That body blocked Harry Truman’s des- 
perate efforts to place one of his bourbon bud- 

dies in charge of it. 

The chairmanship of the National Security Resources Board is 
the most vitally important wartime position in the United States 
with the exception of the Presidency itself. 

Yet Truman appointed Mon Waligren, a ham politician of the 
very lowest order, to “the job.” 

Wallgren ran a small jewelry store in Olympia, but paid little 
attention to it as his avocation is billiards and kelly pool. Among 
Truman’s other elbow-bending clambake cronies, Mon is consid- 
ered ‘“‘the best damn pool shark in the Northwest.”

LONDON, July 18—(#)—Britain 
@nnounced Tuesday she has, 
chopped off all oil shipments to, 
Communist China. 

A Foreign Office spokesman | 
said the action was a direct re- | 
sult of this country’s participat-| 
ing in United Nations’ battle to 
roll back the Communist invaders | 
of South Korea. The British Army, 
Navy and Air Force in the Far 
East need all oil stocks in that 
area, he said, and have decided 
to take them over for their own 
Earlier this month Britain 
turned down an American sug- 
gestion to limit oi] shipments to 
Red China, in line with a similar 
American shutdown. The United 
States, diplomatic informants said, 
then renewed its request. 


The State Department in Wash- 
ington Tuesday said it was high- 
ly gratified. Officials believed the | 
embargo would effectively shut, 
off all western oil to the Chinese | 
mainland, where it might find | 
its Way to North Korean forces. |

This decision was accompanied 
by these other developments: 

1. Prime Minister Attlee made 
it clear Britain feels that the 
North Koreans will have to pull 
back to their 38th parallel boun- 
dary before peace can be restored. 
He thus gave a cool reception to 
Prime Minister Stalin's expressed 
willingness to seek a peaceful set- 
tlement in the UN—if Red China 
is represented. 

2. Three new cases of suspected 
sabotage aboard three British de- 
stroyers, posibly of Communist 
origin, were reported. Security 
measures were tightened at navai 
bases and a naval court of inquiry 
began questioning 50 witnesses 
concerning the explosion of nine 
munitions barges at Portsmouth 
last Friday. The conservative Daily 
Mail said the barges were loaded 
with ammunition destined for 
Korea.

General Booth 


The death of Evangeline Booth removes a piquant personality 
from the world scene. Gen. Booth was a straight, soldierly woman, 
a tamrod of faith and conviction. Part of her enormous magne- 
tism came from a searching and stiletto-quick mind coupled with 
an expression of hidden humor as if she were about to break out 
with some sly little mischievous remark. 


She had a prodigious memory and interest in others. On the 
occasion of her last visit here a roomful of reporters had gathered 
to attend her press conference. They all stood as she entered.and, 
one by one, they were presented. She repeated each name, as if 
she were engraving it in her mind, and when she came to me she 
peered at me with quizzical] eyes.

NEW YORK, July 18—With your rhinestones this year,

Costume jewelry is getting so big, fancy and prevalent

how to neglect neither her mil- 
linery or her dress business. 
For her first collection of 
complete co-ordinates, Mme. 
Dache combined adaptations of 
medieval designs with modern 
jewelry to achieve her basic sil- 
houette, called modern Gothic. 
For example, she has done a 
typical Dache interpretation of 
the falconer’s pointed cap and 
scarf-draped sleeve with a jewel 
on the shoulder. Then there is a 
friar’s coat of rough brown wool 
with a lining of flame red wool, 
and again the troubadour sleeve, 
enormous and deeply cuffed over 


| @ tight under-sleeve in a bright 


contrasting color. 

Her hats range from quaint 
medieval shapes to sleek mod- 
ern lines. In the first group 
you will find the hennin, and in 
the second, her new “push-but- 
ton” hats that shift from draped 
forward jutting toques to tur- 
bans and from turban to cloche 
by being pushed back on the 
head and slightly rearranged. 

Tufted skirts with tiny bow- 
knots of velvet scattered over 
the tufting, boned bodices, laced 
up the back with small stiffened 
extensions over the hips, the 
portcullis veil, which shades the 
eyes with a heavy diamond 
mesh, self-hats or diadems held 
far back on the head by a close- 
fitting skull veil and gauntlet 
gloves that reach to the elbow 
in gold kid, satin, jersey or 
suede are further reflective of 
her modern Gothic designs. 

At the opposite extreme are 
her very brief, sheath dresses of 
gold cloth, gold hand-loomed 
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knit and silk brocades in bold 
patterns, worn with tip-tilted, 
wide black bicornes or match- 
ing feather helmets or irfdescrib- 
able concoctions of net, over 
which a quart of rhinestones has 
been poured, and finally finished 
off with softly tinted nylon 
stockings studded with rhine- 
stone clocks. 

Analyzing the various parts of 
2 Dache costume is a project you 
should try sometimes, especially 
on a warm Summer afternoon 
in a crowded room. For in- 
stance, a black moire skirt worn 
with a strapless vestee of black 
and gold striped lame, with a 
black moire bicorne and gold 
mesh veil touched with rhine- 
stones and a scarf of sables 
pulled through the belt. Or 
three blending shades of violet 
and mauve, twisted into a brim- 
med toque. Or, further, an eve- 
ning costume in pale mauve silk, 
thickly studded with pin point 
rhinestone beads, exploding in 
tiny sparks on a straight sheath 
dress and jacket. Add to ‘this 
a double strand necklace of huge 
rhinestones, clasped to a life- 
size flower of amethyst stones 
with trembling centers and 
leaves of simulated emeralds 
and stockings of mauve pink, 
and you'll soon discover that 
you’ve taken on more than you 
bargained for. 

From our more conservative 
viewpoint, we liked best a small 
black velvet hat with a clump 
of violets worn with a double- 
breasted jacket and accordion 
pleated skirt of deep charcoal 
flannel. Also a high draped pur- 
ple toque worn with a sheer 
wool matching dress with a 
knife pleated panel that wound 
around the neck and continued 
down one side in a loose cas- 
cade, worn with tobacco brown 
gloves and shoes, 

We would have no trouble be- 
coming quite attached to a wrap- 
ped wool coat in a nubby black 
fabric with a high crushed car- 
actual collar and deep caracul 
cuffs. And we could probably 
be persuaded into a gold sheath 
trimmed entirely in black fringe, 
provided, of course, someone 
threw in a fistful of the heavy 
gold jewelry with which it was 
worn.

Our dinner at Toll House be- 
gan with onion au gratin soup 
although a fresh fruit cup topped 
with cream sherbet and frapped 
fruit juices are equally popular. 
With this first course came a 
beautiful relish tray of cran- 
berry sauce, spiced watermelon 
rind, fresh green onions and 
pink tinted chived cottage 
cheese. Toasted crackers were 
served in a long copper basket. 

Entrees varied at our table— 
two had the choice dish, broiled 
live lobster. An enormous lob- 
ster stuffed with a coarse crack- 
er dressing made with a touch 
of spice, white wine, nuts and 
quantities of butter. One guest 
had a thick slice of ham baked 
with a blanket of rarebit sauce. 
Another ordered the French 
fried butterfly shrimp which 
turned out to be whole cooked 
shrimp, split and fried to a 
golden brown with a herb tar- 
tar sauce to dip them in. 

An expert waitress served each 
of us from a large silver tray: 
French fried potato cubes, fresh 
peas, paper-thin slices of Zuc- 
chini squash buttered with diced 
onion and pimento. 

Generous wooden salad bowls 
of fresh green salad and a fabu- 
lous tray of pecan rolls, tiny 
yeast buns, date-nut bread and 
corn muffins were served with 
our dinner. 

Of course we were absolutely 
stuffed at this point but Toll 


House desserts are famous. In 
fact, they have a separate menu 
for this delightfully fattening 
course. There were five of, us 
at our table and being first, 
women, second, inquisitive home 
economists, we each ordered a 
different dessert, then traded. 


TOLL HOUSE DESSERTS 

Most famous of all is lemon 
meringue pie. Creamy fresh 
lemon filling covered with a 
three-inch-high meringue. It’s 
very spectacular! 

Boston Cream Pie, a hot milk 
sponge cake, custard cream filled 
with a cooked bitter chocolate 
frosting. 

Toll House Special, a crushed 
graham cracker, date and 
marshmallow roll topped with 
ice cream. 

Baba Au Rhum, a frozen pud- 
ding with white cake circles 
oozing with rich buttered rum 
sauce. 

Baked Indian Pudding, a rich 
tangy molasses and ccrnmeal 
soft pudding served warm and 
topped with vanilla ice cream. 

Mary Janes are pink pepper- 
mint ice cream-filled white cake 
cups dipped in chocolate topped 
with almond-flavored whipped 
cream tinted green. 

This is only part of the des- 
sert menu: Original Toll House 
cookies, fresh fruit, crackers and 
cheese, 10 homemade ice creams, 
sundaes and apple pie were also 
listed but they sounded too 
common to tempt us. 

How we slept that night is a 
gruesome story but the Toll 
House trip was worth all our 
suffering.
